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National University Historical Sketch 

Al UNIVERSITY for the "assimilation of the principles, opinions 
' * and manners of our countrymen by the common education of a 

portion of our youth from every quarter” — these words embodied in 
George Washington’s eighth annual message to Congress directing the 
attention of that body to the advisibility of establishing at the seat of 
the Federal Government a National University, were the inspiration of 
Professor W. B. Wedgewood, Arthur Mac Arthur, Eugene Carusi, Richard 
H. Alvey and their eight associates. 

The school was first incorporated in 1869 under the General 
Incorporation Law of the District of Columbia, but some time after- 
wards the Congress of the United States by a special act (29 Statutes 
at Large, 194) granted a broad charter to the original incorporators, 
with full power "to grant and confer diplomas and the usual college 
and university degrees.” 

Although at no time officially connected with the Federal Govern- 
ment, at the time of its first organization the National University was 
formed as a nucleus around which it was hoped a governmental institu- 
tion might spring up. During the first part of its existence it had the 
honor of having, as ExOfficio Chancellors, five of the presidents of the 
United States — Grant, Hayes, Garfield, Arthur and Cleveland. The 
diplomas awarded during their terms of office bear their signatures and, 
in most instances, were personally conferred upon the recipients at the 
public evercises held in the National Theatre. Some of the other 
Chancellors of the University were Associate Justice Samuel F. Miller, 
of the Supreme Court of the United States and Bishop John Fletcher 
Hurst, Donor of the Gold Medal for the Highest Class Average. The 
present Chancellor is Hayden Johnson, LL.D.

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CURIA REGIS 


The Curia Regis, or council, was the great judicial centre of the 
kingdom, from which all justice emanated; not that the council 
had, as a body, in the early stage of its existence, the attributes of 
a court; but simply because the supreme authority, including 
the supreme judicial power, teas vested therein. The term curia 
regis, as applied to the council, was used in the sense of the royal 
residence or household, frequented by the nobles and magnates 
of the realm, inhere the king sometimes sat in person with the 
chief justiciary and chancellor, attending — among other things 
— to complaints of grievances, which were originally solely as 
to revenue.

English Criminal Procedure Prior to Reform 


In 18 54, Mr. Samuel Warren, of the Inner Temple, an eminent English barrister and author of the 
novel, “Ten Thousand a Year,” published two volumes of critical and juridical essays. In his essay on 
John William Smith, the compiler of Smith’s Leading Cases in the Common Law, he gives the verses 
below which were written by Mr. Smith. 

The rules of evidence in the trial of criminal cases had but a few years before undergone a change. 
Before they were altered they bore very harshly upon a defendant on trial for a felony. Such defendant 
was not entitled to be represented by counsel, nor was he entitled to testify in his own behalf, nor was 
he entitled to process to compel the attendance of witnesses in his behalf. The indictment was written 
in Latin and read to the defendant, who was not entitled to a copy of it. If his witnesses voluntarily 
appeared they might testify but could not give testimony under oath. If the defendant found a flaw in 
the indictment he was entitled to have counsel argue the point for him. The appended verses written 
in the meter of Macauley’s “Lays of Ancient Rome” were composed by Mr. Smith in ridicule of the 
system which had just been discarded. 


For sundrey wise precautions, 

The sages of the law 
Discreetly framed, whereby they aimed 
To keep the rogues in awe. 

For lest some sturdy criminal 
False witnesses should bring — 

His witnesses were not allowed 
To swear to any thing. 

And lest his oily advocate 
The court should overreach

Contrived to point it out. 

Yet lest their mildness should perchance 
Be craftily abused,

The nature of the charge, 

The same ivas in the Latin tongue 
Read out to him at large. 


Yet such was the humanity 
And wisdom of the law! 
That if in his indictment there 
Appeared to be a flaw, 


’Twas thus the law kept rogues at awe, 
Gave honest men protection, 

And justly famed, by all was named, 

Of ff wisdom the perfection!” 


But now the case is different, 

The rogues are getting bold — 
It was not so, some time ago, 

In those good days of old!

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THE HIGH COURT OF JUSTICE 

In his great speech introducing the Judicature Act of 1 873, Lord Selborne 
said, "We must bring together our many divided courts and divided juris- 
dictions by erecting or rather re-erecting — for after all there was in the 
beginning of our constitutional system one supreme Court of Judicature 
— a supreme court which, operating under convenient arrangements and 
with a sufficient number of judges, shall exercise one single undivided 
jurisdiction, and shall unite within itself all the jurisdictions of all the 
separate superior courts of law and equity now in existence .” Accord- 
ingly the Curia Regis of the Norman kings teas taken as a model, and all 
the existing courts were consolidated into one Supreme Court of Judica- 
ture. This court teas divided into two sections, the High Court of Justice 
and the Court of Appeal.

All the American Colonies had laws against witchcraft and 
from the first there were occasional trials and exectuions on this 
charge. Most notable of all our early American trials was that 
of the Salem Witches, which frenzy broke out in the year 1692 
mainly as the result of the teachings and writings of Cotton 
Mather. 

It was unsafe to express a doubt as to the prisoners’ guilt at one 
of these trials, for in fact, before the delusion ended fifty-five 
persons suffered torture. 

Today, Witch Hill in Salem is pointed out as the spot where 
many of these early trials took place.

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THE TRIAL OF AARON BURR 

In the early part of the 19 th Century the Justices 
of the Supreme Court of the United States rode 
the Circuits and tried cases in their jurisdictions. 
The most famous trial during the early part of 
that Century was that of Aaron Burr held in the 
Legislative Hall in Richmond, Virginia, before 
the Honorable Chief Justice John Marshall. 
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The Pan-Hellenic Council of National 
University Law School 


PVURING THE MONTH OF OCTOBER, 1933, a group of three 
students met informally to discuss the possibility of organizing at 
National University Law School a Council composed of representatives 
of all of the Greek Letter Societies in the Law School, to promote the 
well being of the student body and inculate the highest ideals in the 
neophytes of the legal profession. As the result of this discussion rep- 
resentatives from five of the six societies met, pursuant to notice, on 
November 21, 193 3 and unanimously agreed to sponsor the organization 
of the Council, and appointed a committee to draft a Constitution set- 
ting forth its purposes. Following a series of meetings, attended by 
representatives of all six societies, and after much time and thought, a 
Constitution creating The Pan-Hellenic Council of National University 
Law School was drawn up, submitted to and finally adopted by all of 
the Greek Letter legal societies in the Law School, namely, Alpha Beta 
Phi, Kappa Beta Pi, Phi Beta Gamma, Phi Delta Delta, Sigma Delta 
Kappa and Sigma Nu Phi. On Wednesday, May 16, 1934, Dr. Hayden 
Johnson, as Dean of the Law School, at an assembly of the entire stuaent 
body called for that purpose, affixed his signature and the seal of the 
school to the Constitution and officially approved the Council organized 
thereunder. 

The Preamble to the Constitution reads as follows: 

We, the members of The Pan-Hellenic Council of National University 
Law School, contemplating the mutual improvement of our member 
societies by social contact, aiming to develop and stimulate a respect for 
the University and to promote its improvement, seeking the advancement 
of the highest ideals of ethics among our respective societies and in the 
University, and to establish and perpetuate a spirit of friendliness and good 
will, do ordain and establish this Constitution.

I

justice. 


II

which shall be an essential requirement for admission to it and a controlling rule of 
conduct for its members. 


Ill 

Members shall scrupulously avoid any dishonorable means of obtaining scholastic 
credit or passing the examination for admission to the Bar, for the cheating student of 
today is the shyster of tomorrow, and deserves no place within the order of Phi Beta 
Gamma. 


IV 

All members and chapters shall observe the laws and honor the traditions of the 
respective universities with which they are affiliated, so they may retain the approval 
and inspire the confidence of such universities. 


V 

The officers of all chapters shall accept as their paramount duty the establishment 
of contact between the student members of their chapter and eminent, honorable and 
exemplary members of the legal profession, so that the characters of its members may be 
strengthened and their ambitions fired to worthy attainment. 

VI 

Each chapter and its members shall actively contribute to the improvement of 
the educational facilities and the raising of the standing of the university with which 
it is connected to the end that the opportunities of their future brethren, who shall 
perpetuate his brotherhood, may be bettered and the American Bar benefited. 

VII 

Graduate members shall observe and obey the Canons of the American Bar Associ- 
ation and the unwritten ethics of the legal profession so they may attain that high plane 
of professional honor which is required of them. 

VIII 

Graduate members shall so shape their conduct and affairs that they may be 
qualified in all respects, both moral and professional, to associate with gentlemen, to 
minister in the forum of justice, and earn the respect and inspire the confidence of 
the world.

Our Country, with many trained college graduates at home and 
abroad, together with our experience in governmental affairs, familiarity 
with American popular government, love of Democracy and devotion 
to our land, hopes to contribute to the prosperity, peace and happiness 
of mankind.
